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'Day of action 9 to protest planning rules 


FURIOUS protestors are set to stage a 
major demonstration against a “rigged” 
planning system that threatens to destroy 
Honiton’s “individual character ” 

Campaigners have called for a day of action to 
rally against excessive and inappropriate housing 
development, with East Devon’s draft Local Plan 
set to make provision for almost 1,000 new homes 
a year for the next decade-and-a-half. 

The rally follows a number of controversial 
planning proposals in the Honiton area, with 
warnings that the town’s schools, doctors’ surgery 
and other public services are already running at 
capacity. 

Parliamentary candidates from many of the 
major political parties are due to speak at the 
event, taking place outside East Devon District 
Council’s offices in Sidmouth this Sunday (April 
12th). 

Organised by the national campaign group Com¬ 
munity Voice on Planning (CoVoP), the day of ac¬ 
tion will be coordinated with a number of other 
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demonstrations taking place across the country. 

Mike Temple, a CoVoP trustee, said: “The East 
Devon economy - largely dependent on farming 
and tourism - has suffered from an exceptional 
number of inappropriate housing and other devel¬ 
opments in the last three to four years. 

“Guidelines and figures for ‘housing demand’ 
are notoriously unreliable estimates and subject 
to constant change - yet it is these that set the 
agenda for inappropriate developments. In other 
words, the system is rigged and needs fixing.” 

Ian McKintosh, president of the East Devon Al¬ 
liance - an affiliate member of CoVoP - added: 
“Localism is quite frankly a sham. District coun¬ 
cils have all the power and in East Devon we have 
a secret oligarchy running a one-party state. 


“There seems to be a very close relationship be¬ 
tween some councillors and several developers - 
and the result is that local communities have no 
power at all and are treated with contempt. 

“The great danger is that you end up with ‘ho¬ 
mogenised’ housing that is not in scale and pro¬ 
portion with the individual character of the 
community.” 

A number of election candidates standing for 
the Tiverton and Honiton seat next month, in¬ 
cluding Labour’s Caroline Kolek and the Green 
Party’s Paul Edwards, are scheduled to speak at 
the rally on Sunday. 

The event comes soon after district councillors 
put the finishing touches on the draft Local Plan, 
which has now been sent to a government plan¬ 
ning inspector for further scrutiny. 

If approved, the plan will pave the way for 
more than 17,000 new homes to be built in East 
Devon by 2031 - 950 a year.

SEATON 

Petition over parking 
restrictions 


EIGHTY Seaton residents have peti¬ 
tioned Devon County Council, demand¬ 
ing a meeting and the withdrawal of 
double yellow lines. 

Residents of Seaton Down Road and the imme¬ 
diate neighbourhood say they were “appalled” at 
the beginning of October to find that parking re¬ 
strictions had been put in place without warning. 

They say double yellow lines had been painted 
down a section of Seaton Down Road between 
Ryall’s Court and Cherry Drive. 

One of the residents behind the petition, Di 
Pavey, said: “There seems to be no valid reason 
for wiping out this entire section. 

“With no parked cars on this stretch to provide 
a natural brake for through traffic, vehicles drive 
at even more dangerous speed up and down the 
road.” 

She added that a Residents Only scheme has 
been introduced in Highwell and York roads, say¬ 
ing: “These roads are now more than half empty 
during the day.

OTTERY ST MARY 


Developer’s new bid 
for Feniton homes 


A HOUSING developer dubbed a “play¬ 
ground bully” for its repeated attempts 
to plot new homes in Feniton, has sub¬ 
mitted a new application - just days 
after it was turned away by district 
planning bosses. 

Less than a week after its bid to build 30 houses 
at Winchester Park was rejected, developer 
Wainhomes returned with new proposals for 13 
homes in the village. 

The application marks the latest twist in a plan¬ 
ning saga stretching back more than three years. 

Councillor Susie Bond, East Devon District 
Council ward member for Feniton and Buckerell, 
said the situation was now getting “beyond a 
joke” for furious residents who warn that the vil¬ 
lage cannot cope with excessive development. 

The developer’s application for 50 houses at 
Winchester Park was won at appeal back in 2012, 
and since then further efforts have been made to 
expand the estate, with bids for 83,31 and 30 new 
homes failing to get through the planning system. 

Its latest bid, for 13 new homes, comes just a week 
after EDDC’s development management commit¬ 
tee ruled that a plan for 30 was unsustainable. 


AXMINSTER 
Bedsit development 
will cause fire hazard 


FIRE chiefs say that current design 
plans for five controversial bedsits in 
Axminster could becme a major fire 
hazard. 

Plans to to turn the former premises of Axmin¬ 
ster Dental Practice at 19 St George’s, Chard 
Street into five bedsits went before East Devon 
District Council’s (EDDC)Development Manage¬ 
ment Committee on March 3rd. 

But members deferred the matter so officers 
could determine the lawful use of the upper floor 
and consult with the applicant on the proposed 
window screening. 

But Devon and Somerset Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice has since got involved, fire chiefs saying they 
are not happy with plans as they stand. 

In formal correspondence to EDDC on April 1st, 
an unnamed fire chief wrote: “I have looked at the 
plans available on your website and given the dif¬ 
ficult nature of fire service access to the premises 
which look unlikely to comply with the building 
regulations, I would suggest that the proposed 
solution is not acceptable. 

Axminster Town Council welcomes the type of 
town centre development [bedsits], but “de¬ 
plores” the fact that work has started before 


plans have been approved.

Council row over 
‘worrying’ emails 


MORE than 100 pages of 
controversial town council 
emails have been passed 
on to district officials for 
further scrutiny, after con¬ 
cerns were raised about decisions being 
made behind closed doors. 

Honiton councillors met last week to discuss 
the documents, which were discovered by the 
deputy mayor John Zarczynski in preparation for 
a recent audit report. 

The emails have not been made public, but Cllr 
Zarczynski claims that they include “clear and 
specific" references to an attempt to keep 
members in the dark about changes to the Bee¬ 
hive lease agreement and other key documents. 

A majority of councillors voted to pass the 
emails on to East Devon District Council's mon¬ 
itoring officer, but only after a heated debate 
which saw sparks fly once again. 

Cllrs Vivienne Ash and Nick Cornwell both 
protested against the deputy mayor’s claims, 
suggesting that his accusations lacked credibil¬ 
ity. 

Cllr Ash said: “You are making a terrible moun¬ 
tain out of a mole hill. You can find holes in any¬ 
thing if you look deep enough and there is this 
suspicion all the time. There is a feeling of never 
being satisfied. 

“I am desperately concerned about the state 
of this council and I really do think it's time we 
draw the line." 


Cllr Cornwell added: “We have 
actually used a ‘belt and braces’ 
approach, and have looked at 
things umpteen times that we 
did not need to. 

“If this amount of suspicion is being raised over 
150 pages of workaday emails, then some peo¬ 
ple here have lived very sheltered lives." 

Cllr Zarczynski maintains that the emails are 
“worrying" and that further action should be 
taken to investigate the situation. 

He added: “The company is entitled to make 
amendments but the whole point is that the 
council should have been made aware that 
changes were being made. 

“The wording is very clear and specific in some 
of these emails. It is plain English. You cannot in¬ 
terpret it in any other way." 

Mayor of Honiton Peter Halse, who has 
strongly denied any wrongdoing whatsoever, 
did not attend the meeting. 

In a letter to councillors he said he had a prior 
appointment, but also that the decision to hold 
a meeting during the election period was “highly 
inappropriate." 

He added: “In the interests of transparency I 
have personally laid the matter before the newly 
appointed monitoring officer at East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

“It is my earnest hope that these issues can be 
resolved speedily so that we may move on to¬ 
gether to address so many matters which 
should be dealt with by our council."

district's defence against unnecessary devel¬ 
opment. Our focus is on granting planning for 
sustainable development only. 

“We believe in getting the balance right and 
this is underlined by our highly successful re¬ 
fusal rate for planning appeals. In the last quar¬ 
ter of 2014 we saw 91 per cent of appeals 
dismissed and we are justifiably proud that East 
Devon ranks in the top 15 nationally - out of 
468 local authorities - as having the best record 
for winning appeals. 

“We intend to maintain this track record and 
to defend East Devon from inappropriate de¬ 
velopment. At the same time we welcome the 
social and economic benefits that come with 
good growth in homes and jobs for East 
Devon." 

But EDDC has already come in for criticism 
from the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) over its housing numbers. 


The organisation’s East Devon branch chair¬ 
man, Margaret Hall, said the proposed figures 
were “not realistic.” 

“The biggest problem has been the delay in 
production of the Local Plan, and the inability 
to show a five-year supply of housing land”, 
she said. 

“This has meant great pressure to approve 
housing developments all over East Devon. 
Many of these have been inappropriate, in 
CPRE's view. 

“CPRE disagrees with the housing figure that 
EDDC has chosen - 950 houses a year. This is 
based on the most optimistic economic and jobs 
growth performance, maintained over a 20-year 
period, which is not realistic." 

The ‘day of action’ will take place outside 
Knowle, in Sidmouth, from 2.45pm on Sunday 
(April 12th), with a series of speeches starting 
at 3pm.

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One in three speeding at blackspot 


A POLICE investigation at a speeding 
blackspot in Honiton has found more 
than a third of drivers breaking the 
limit. 

Officers from the Honiton Neigh¬ 
bourhood Police team saw an average 
of one speeding vehicle every minute, 
during an operation on Battishorne 
Way last week. 

Monitoring motorists during a 15- 
minute period at the height of the 
morning rush hour, officers found 15 
out of 42 vehicles exceeding the 
30mph limit. 

The new figures follow a number of 
complaints from residents about 
regular speeding on Battishorne 
Way, the main road leading from the 
top of Church Hill to the Tesco round¬ 
about. 

The statistics point to a worrying 
trend in dangerous driving on one 
of the town's busiest roads, at a 
time when children are walking to 
school. 

Police say they will take immediate 
action by arranging for more officers to 
target Battishorne Way and other 
speeding blackspots in the coming 
weeks. 

“TTiese results, along with complaints 
about speeding in the area, have iden¬ 
tified a need for further enforcement in 
the near future with an operation to 
follow," said a spokesperson for the 
force. 

“Members of our team will be out at 
random times over the next few weeks 
on this and other roads with the speed 
detection device."

Officers observed drivers between 
8:30am and 8:45am last Tuesday 
morning, clocking a total of 42 vehicles 
travelling along the road. 

In only a quarter of an hour, police 


found nine travelling between 31mph 
and 35mph, with a further six in the 
range of 36mph and 45mph - an aver¬ 
age of one motorist every minute 
breaking the speed limit. 

Following the operation, the force is 
warning drivers to take more care be¬ 
hind the wheel. 

The spokesperson added: “This is an 


exercise to increase safety on our 
roads. 

“Your average stopping distance at 
40mph is 43 feet more than at 30mph 
- that's three-and-a-half average car 
lengths further. Take a moment to 
think about your speed. Leave early 
and arrive alive." 

Tackling the problem of speeding is 


currently one of the Honiton Neigh¬ 
bourhood Police team's main priorities, 
with reports of dangerous and 
‘anti-social’ driving on Sidmouth 
Road, School Lane and in the Tesco car 
park. 

TTie issue was also raised during the 
force's ‘Have Your Say' surgery in Feb¬ 
ruary.

THE Seamark medical practice, 
the smaller of two based at Honi- 
ton Surgery, has been rated ‘Good’ 
by the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) after an unannounced in¬ 
spection late last year.

The practice comprises a 
team of five GP partners, who 
hold managerial and financial re¬ 
sponsibility for running the Sea¬ 
mark partnership. 

In addition there are nine regis¬ 
tered nurses, five healthcare assis¬ 
tants, a practice manager, and 
administrative and reception staff. 

In the report summary, the in¬ 
spector wrote: “Patients reported 
having good access to appoint¬ 
ments at the practice and liked

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Police chiefs quizzed over force's future

DEVON and Cornwall’s police chiefs faced tough questioning dur¬ 
ing a public meeting in Honiton last week. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Tony Hogg and the force’s 
Deputy Chief Constable Bill Skelly both fielded questions from the 
floor, as part of an engagement event at The Beehive on Tuesday 
evening. 

Mr Hogg, whose office has come in for strong criticism in recent 
months, defended his record as PCC, insisting that the creation of 
his role had improved standards of policing. 

Devon and Cornwall’s leading police figures, joined on the panel 
by East Devon Rural section inspector Simon Weare, answered 
questions on issues ranging from speeding to domestic abuse and 
sex crime. 

Mr Hogg, whose role is to ensure the effectiveness of the police 
and criminal justice system by holding the force to account, was 
grilled on police transparency and his office’s own efforts to engage 
with the public. And he was also pinned down over his team’s pro¬ 
posed relocation to Middlemoor in Exeter - set to cost a reported 
£500,000. 

Defending the plans, the PCC said any move would be properly 
costed to make sure savings were made. 

He said: “This was intended to be my effort to make sure my of¬ 
fice bore some of the pain of future government savings. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the press picked up on a very early ballpark figure. We would 
not make that move unless it was going to save money for policing. 

“This is a good news story gone bad that will turn good again in 
the end.” 

He added: “I do not particularly want to move into police head¬ 
quarters. It is quite attractive that the PCC is housed separately from 
the police. But needs must, and if I can save £100,000 that way, 
why not?” 

Deputy Chief Constable Bill Skelly said the number of thefts and 
vehicle damage was falling across Devon and Cornwall, but domes¬ 
tic abuse and sexual violence were becoming bigger challenges for 
the force. 

He said significant savings would have to be made over the next 
few years and that police chiefs faced “hard choices” about the best 
way to manage cutbacks.

Asked whether the force’s new ‘alliance’ with colleagues in Dorset 
would improve services on the ground, Mr Skelly conceded that 
savings would not be reinvested in community policing. 

He said: “There is no doubt going forward that we are going to 
face significant savings. Together we can reduce our costs for less 
pain. 

“This is about reducing the amount of reductions we have to make 
- not creating a fund for investment. If we do not do this then the 
cuts will be worse.” 

Mr Hogg added: “We feel that Devon and Cornwall is short¬ 
changed when it comes to funding of our police service because the 
large influx of visitors over the summer months is probably under¬ 
funded. 

“Broadly speaking, we can cope with what the government re¬ 
quires of us for the next two years. Years three and four are a very 
different matter. 

“That said, the force does a remarkable job and we must be opti¬ 
mistic. We have a great police force and the challenge is to keep it 
like that.” 


Artist slams council’s decision 


on Fisherman’s 

A LOCAL artist has blasted the deci¬ 
sion to go ahead with plans for con¬ 
troversial sculptured waves and 
pillars at Fisherman’s Gap. 

The final hurdle was climbed when 
the matter returned to East Devon 
District Council's (EDDC) Develop¬ 
ment Management Committee on 
March 31st, having been deferred for 
further consultation earlier in the 
year. 

But Seaton-based artist Rich Web¬ 
ster MA said: "In short, they are terri¬ 
ble as art as street furniture and as 
decoration. 

"I have always made a positive ob¬ 
jection to the plans, offering alterna¬ 
tive possibilities rather than just 
objection. I put these on to paper and 
offered them at the apparent consul¬ 
tation, where I was told no other plans 
could be considered at this late stage. 

"As a professional, well qualified, 
working artist who has spent three 
years as a curator for art in the land¬ 
scape projects in Cumbria and now a 
resident of Seaton, I feel that I am in a 
good position to comment on the 
wave sculptures planned for Fisher¬ 
man’s Gap. 

"The plan that has been passed is 
for steel plate waves that will be 
brown and rusty and corroding in the 
elements and, seen from the beach, 
will depict an ill omen of Seaton being 
engulfed by brown water.” 

Mr Webster is not the only one to 
object. During the planning process 
many concerns were raised, includ¬ 
ing that the sculptures would block a 
lovely view. 

Some people called the proposal a 
monstrosity, with town councillor 
Tony Woodman describing it as 
"something from Disneyland". 


Gap sculptures 

Members of the Development Man¬ 
agement Committee were aware of 
public opinion and deferred the mat¬ 
ter for further consultation. EDDC, 
which is both applicant and planning 
authority, staged a consultation day 
and, as reported last week, said the 
majority of those responding were in 
favour of the project. 

After the final decision, EDDC is¬ 
sued a statement saying: "It will form 
one of a series of local meeting and 
information points to promote and 
inform the public about Seaton Juras¬ 
sic. The other information points will 
be at Axmouth Harbour, on the wet¬ 
lands and at Seaton Hole. 

"Their purpose is to extend the 
reach of the centre into the town and 
along the Jurassic Coast and are key 
to reaping the benefits of Seaton 
Jurassic by increasing footfall in the 
town, on the coast and in the Axe Es¬ 
tuary. 

"The Environment Agency has no 
objection to the structure although 
formal Flood Defence Consent will be 
required before any work com¬ 
mences. 

"Following an earlier meeting of the 
Development Management Commit¬ 
tee, EDDC officers have discussed the 
design of the waves with Seaton 
Town Council’s consultant working 
on the overall seafront enhancement 
proposals. 

"In addition, a consultation was held 
on Saturday, February 28th during 
the artisan market in the town. Visi¬ 
tors were asked for their views on the 
proposed waves sculpture with 82 
per cent of those asked (more than 
200) liking the design."

HONITON Evening WI welcomed one new 
member and one visitor to their recent meeting, 
when Derek March from Crewkerne spoke of 
the history and secrets of walled gardens. 

When the Romans brought their farming 
technology to Britain, this included walled gar¬ 
dens which it is thought originally may have 
been for protection from animal and human in¬ 
truders. But it soon became the essential func¬ 
tion of the walls to shelter the garden from 
wind and frost, thereby creating microclimates 
for growing food. 

In recent years many walled gardens have 
been returned to their former glory after 
decades of neglect due, in the main, to the First 
World War, when gardeners left the land to de¬ 
fend our country. 

Today, as we know, walled gardens serve a 
decorative purpose as well as for growing fruit 
and vegetables, and there are many in Devon 
that are open to the public.

RICHARD Hood has travelled extensively in the 
eastern United States, visiting both contempo¬ 
rary and historical railway sites, and taking spe¬ 
cialist tours for rail enthusiasts. 

In doing so he has made many friends in the in¬ 
dustry and has been invited to visit all sorts of in¬ 
teresting places.

There was a great variety of steam locomotives, 
from the huge articulated freight locos to quaint 
narrow gauge models, and a range of the diesel 
locos that replaced them.

History of Eddystone Lighthouse 
presented to heritage association 


THE opening illustrated talk of the Axe 
Valley Heritage Association's 2015 cal¬ 
ender took place at The Gateway in 
Seaton. 

The talk by Alan Nicholas, a retired 
lighthouse engineer, told the story be¬ 
hind the 317-year history of The Eddy- 
stone Lighthouse. Alan's talk with 
pictures shown on the big screen took 
in the original builder Henry Winstan- 
ley and Mr Winstanleywho were swept 
away together in the great storm of 
1703. The original lighthouse had sur¬ 
vived five years before this. 

Alan then described the efforts of 
John Rudeyard, who designed and built 
the second tower, which lasted 47 years 
before being destroyed by fire. The all 
new stone tower built by John Smeaton 
followed and became the model for all 
future lighthouse towers. This light¬ 
house survived for 124 years before 
being dismantled an re-erected on Ply¬ 
mouth Hoe, where it stands today. 

The final and present tower built by 


James Douglas was completed in 1892, 
and is now fully automated and solar 
powered. Alan brought the audience 
up to date with his first-hand experi¬ 
ences of maintaining this particular 
lighthouse and many others in his role 
of lighthouse engineer. 

The audience showed appreciation by 
plying Alan with many interesting 
questions, which included how heli¬ 
copters were built onto the structures, 
and how automation and the with¬ 
drawal of lighthouse keepers affected 
the efficency of the lights and many 
other details. 

One of the most remarkable parts of 
Alan's talk was when building the light¬ 
houses, stone and timber had to be 
sailed into position on the rock plat¬ 
form on the wave and windswept 
rocks, and Alan's experience of being 
winched down by helicopter onto the 
lighthouse and climbing up the ladders 
in high winds and rain. 


Catenians given update on Tanzanian project 


MEMBERS of Axminster Catenians were treated to an update 
of the project recently undertaken by Molly Hyde, from Brid- 
port, at their dinner at Lyme Regis Golf Club 

Molly joined a team organised by Lassalian (De La Salle 
Brothers Development Organisation) and was assisted finan¬ 
cially by a grant from the Catenian Bursary Trust Fund. The 
project involved building an additional classroom at the remote 
village of Njombe in Tanzania. 

The team lived among the villagers in primitive conditions - 
no loos, no running water, shared mattresses on the floor etc, 
and undertook hard labour to make and lay bricks, mix cement, 
etc, and spent their spare time socialising with the children, 
playing football, etc. 

Molly described vividly the impact that the visit had made on 


Njombe. Many of the villagers had never seen white people be¬ 
fore and were overwhelmed by the fact that Molly, and her 
group, should have come so far to help them. 

Molly and her colleagues were, however, of the opinion that 
they had gained more from the experience than they had been 
able to give. She was so enthused by the experience that she is 
planning another project in 2015, this time in Sri Lanka, teach¬ 
ing and helping to refurbish a school. 

Molly currently plays football with Weymouth Ladies and is 
scheduled to start a Drama degree at Glasgow University in 
September.

Councillor defends comments on EDA 


■ NOW I'm no longer a member of Seaton Town 
Council, I am free (before I move) to express myself 
more openly than I could as a councillor. 

However, because of my respect for the town coun¬ 
cil, I do believe there still is a certain professionalism 
a person should maintain even if they are no longer a 
member of an elected body and a person shouldn't re¬ 
ally stick the knife into people or bodies you were 
connected with during the time they were associated 
with them... in most cases. 

Which brings me to a certain elected body, and per¬ 
sons there in, who I can only describe as arrogant, pa¬ 
tronising and dismissive of anyone who is not a 
member of their establishment. That body is East 
Devon District council (EDDC). 

They clearly have an agenda that only benefits 
Seaton when it happens to. They seem not to do any¬ 
thing that directly benefits Seaton except by accident. 
This attitude was evident after they had got the nice 
big supermarket built, after which they forgot half of 
the promises made before it was built. One of those 
things promised was the requirement for affordable 
housing which they quickly dropped as soon as they 
had the opportunity. What got my back up the most 
though was how they completely disregarded and ig¬ 
nored a democratically elected body, i.e. Seaton Town 
Council. 

In response to a report that found that the Tesco site 
could not have affordable homes on it, directly be¬ 
cause the infill brought in by the developer was not 
“fit for purpose” because it could not support afford¬ 
able type homes, I tabled this motion for the full 
council meeting in October 2013. It said “Proposal 
that following on from the points raised in the report 
compiled by the EDDC Development Management 
Committee dated August 20th 2013 concerning the 
‘regeneration’ Tesco site in Harbour Road, that the 
clerk arrange for a senior member of EDDC’s staff to 
meet with the full council to provide an explanation 
and to discuss ways of dealing with the situation to 


the benefit of Seaton and its residents”. The motion 
was carried unanimously by the town council and I 
believe supported by the vast majority residents of 
Seaton. 

After that vote, a request was sent to EDDC for 
someone to come before the town council. We re¬ 
ceived no response from EDDC’s planning depart¬ 
ment. Another request was sent, again no response. 
In all about six requests were sent to EDDC over six 
months and we finally received a response from a 
senior member of the planning department after plan¬ 
ning permission had been passed for Bo vis homes to 
build on the Tesco site in April 2014. 

I can only describe that response to be in my opin¬ 
ion as arrogant and patronising. I will not reveal the 
precise nature of the letter but I will say the person 
from EDDC questioned the benefits of an EDDC em¬ 
ployee coming before the town council and asked 
“are there aspects of the attached report that your 
members do not understand and would like explained 
- if so what are they?”. I, as those who know me will 
imagine, was somewhat angry at this response after 
been fobbed off for over six months and part of my 
two-page response read that “we understand what we 
need to understand of the report, i.e. that we can’t 
have any affordable homes, and we don’t need that 
explaining”. To this day they have not come before 
the council and it's residents. 

From my experiences over the past three years, not 
only are many of the elected representatives of EDDC 
more concerned about getting a nice new headquar¬ 
ters than the problems that Seaton is facing, but even 
some of their employees seemed to have forgotten 
who they serve. In my opinion they have become like 
the pigs on animal farm, they believe they are more 
equal than us, the voters of Seaton.

Hugo's benefits comments show 
that we are not ‘all in it together' 


■ AS a professional, well qualified, working artist 
who has spent three years as a curator for art in the 
landscape projects in Cumbria and now a resident of 
Seaton, I feel that I am in a good position to comment 
on the wave sculptures planned for Fisherman’s Gap. 

In short, they are terrible as art, as street furniture 
and as decoration. I have always made a positive ob¬ 
jection to the plans, offering alternative possibilities 
rather than just objection. I put these onto paper and 
offered them at the apparent consultation, where I was 
told no other plans could be considered at this late 
stage. So the “consultation” was actually a selling ex¬ 
ercise and, given comments on social media, no in¬ 
terest was taken in recording objections. 

The consultation showed mock-ups of the stainless 
steel waves sited on the walls, bright and shiny and 
glistening in the sun. The plan that has been passed 
is for steel plate waves that will be brown and rusty 
and corroding in the elements, and seen from the 
beach will depict an ill omen of Seaton being en¬ 
gulfed by brown water. 

The consultation/sales pitch is a complete farce but 
not unexpected as EDDC are proposing this and 
EDDC are also giving the permission. 

There has been much negative comment about the 
seawall in Seaton - it is dull, it is boring, it is some¬ 
thing the Environment Agency are reluctant to have 
enhanced and it actually hides the sea. But for better 
or worse it is there, it is necessary and it is functional 
and while it hides the sea from certain viewpoints, it 
also gives the sense of a false horizon that, as you 
move through the seafront, allows glimpses of the real 
sea, sand and beach. It is a continuous, unbroken line 
which reflects the horizon, mimics the shape the 
waves it holds back from the land. 

At Fisherman’s Gap the horizon is still obscured by 


the land but, as one walks across the plaza towards 
the Gap, the sea and the sky appear framed in the gate 
opening and the reality of the natural world is offered, 
pulling the viewer towards the opening. That is some 
of the beauty of the space as it is, and any other con¬ 
tribution to this space must take what is given into ac¬ 
count and build on that. 

The wave sculpture ignores the space as it is and 
conceitedly presumes that placing something osten¬ 
tatious on the sea wall will make the area better. It 
seeks to make a gateway, yet there is one already 
there. It seeks to tell us something about waves, but 
we already know about waves and as we go on to the 
beach, as we draw near, we can hear them, smell them 
and eventually feel them for real. 

The material to be used bares no meaning to the 
space, town or community. It is just brown industrial 
steel and the words are an irrelevant addition for no 
reason at all except to make the main body mere scaf¬ 
folding. 

The information pillars do not function as pillars as 
they are pushed up against the wall so one side be¬ 
comes unusable. The supposedly represent the strata 
of the area, which has the unique aspect that three lay¬ 
ers of strata are visible on the surface due to tectonic 
plate movement, yet the representative materials are 
placed on top of each other. Pointless. 

The artist has not considered the harmony that al¬ 
ready exists on Seaton seafront and seeks to place a 
large interruption on the delicate line of our protective 
horizon. It is abrupt and violent. The shape is some¬ 
where between water and fire and it fails between 
considered abstract and primary school doodle.

What is an Veterinary emergency? 


VETERINARY practices offer 24hr emergency 
service for their patients, but not all animal owners 
are aware of this. For most of us, it’s hard to know 
whether the problem can be left for a few hours or 
needs to be seen by your Vet immediately. Below 
is a brief list which may help you to decide if you 
need to seek immediate veterinary advice and or 
attention. 

• Straining to pass urine. Male cats attempting to 
urinate but not able to pass any urine, or only small 
amounts. Although this may be a simple cystitis, 
some are prone to a blocked bladder, which can 
rapidly become a very serious condition. 

• Abdominal bloating. Some large breed dogs are 
prone to bloated stomachs (GDV). This often oc¬ 
curs after food or exercise. They quickly bloat, start 
retching, become subdued and can collapse. They 
need rapid treatment. 

• Road traffic accidents are common in cats.

Signs vary from scuffed nails, pain, difficulty 
breathing, bleeding and collapse. Animals should 
always be checked over as some injuries are not al¬ 
ways initially apparent. 

• Breathing Problems. Dogs often pant if hot or 
excited. If a dog is struggling to breathe or their 
gums are pale, blue or purple, they need treatment. 
If a cat pants or is making excessive effort to 
breathe it needs attention immediately. There are 
many reasons for this, such as asthma or heart fail¬ 
ure but they all need immediate attention. 

• Collapse. Dogs, cats and rabbits may collapse 
for many different reasons. Any collapsed animal 
should be seen by a veterinary surgeon to assess 
the cause and give treatment as necessary. 

• Injury. Superficial grazes, cuts and wounds that 
do not bleed or seem painful can be cleaned and 
dressed at home. If there is continued bleeding, 
discharge, pain or open wounds, the animal will 
need pain relief and further treatment. 

• Heatstroke. With the hotter weather coming, 
heatstroke becomes a real risk. Dogs left in cars, 
even for a few minutes, can develop heatstroke and 
die. They are also at risk if they over exercise in 
hot weather and do not drink enough. Be aware of 
excessive panting and increased body temperature. 

• Poisoning. Dogs and cats frequently eat things 
they shouldn’t. The common culprits are choco¬ 
late, raisins, lilies, rat bait, slug bait, antifreeze, per- 
methrin (found in some flea products), sugar free 
gum and e-cigarettes and human medications such 
as ibuprofen. If you suspect any of these, call a vet 
immediately. 

This is not an exhaustive list but may give you 
food for thought when worrying whether to call a 
vet or not. Sometimes a phone call and peace of 
mind may be all you need!

Steve says that he was always 
aware from being a child that 
life existed beyond the grave, 
when he awoke to find 5 soldiers 
marching through his bedroom, 
but could only see the top half of 
them floating through the room. 
“This was very un-nerving 
experience but it was to give me 
an early glimpse of what was to 
come, and now it’s as natural as 
breathing to me” 

Steve started work in Leeds 
city centre in a busy hairdressing 
salon, and feels that the years he 
spent behind the chair, having 
that personal contact with the 
customers, stimulated this rare, 
yet natural ability to hear the 


voices of spirits. People used to 
come in and book for their hair 
cut, and often got more than 
they bargained for when he 
passed on a message from their 
loved one. Steve was always the 
busiest stylist, and had a six 
week waiting list if people 
didn’t re-book immediately, and 
says “I often wonder if they kept 
coming back for my ability as a 
hair stylist, or the possibility that 
they might receive a message 
from a relative who had passed 
away!” 

He now gives messages of 
re-assurance to people who have 
lost their loved ones, and by 
communicating with them, helps 
them understand that life contin¬ 
ues, just simply in a different 
dimension. One lady’s mum 
came through to her in one of 
Steves messages, and said to the 
daughter “don’t forget the 
brown Prada handbag on 
Friday”. The lady replied “I’m 
putting it in my mums coffin on 
Friday, she only died 5 days 
ago”. Who would know this in¬ 
formation? 

One of Steve’s best friends is 
the multi-talented Jane 
MacDonald, singer and 


co-presenter on ITV’s Loose 
Women. Steve met Jane in a 
Spiritualist Church many years 
ago, and predicted she would be 
on BBC TV as part of a cruise 
entertainment documentary. She 
didn’t believe it, but the year 
after it came true, and she was 
the star of The Cruise, the first 
docu-soap, and she had the 
biggest selling debut album of 
all time. She has dedicated her 
auto-biography to Steve, calling 
him her inspiration and guru, 
and can’t thank him enough for 
being there when she needs 
guidance. 

Steve has 3 books out, ‘Light 
in the Darkness’, ‘Out of this 
World’, and ‘Survival’, and 
these all offer a true insight into 
the day-to-day life of a working 
medium, Steves beliefs on many 
areas of Spiritualism, and a great 
background in to Steves life. 

Steve has raised tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds for charities 
over the years, £50000 for his 
local hospice in Wakefield, 
£5000 for MacMillan Support, 
and most recently our current 
total for PACT - a charity that

May 29th Essex v Somerset 

May 31st Somerset v Kent (at Taunton) 

June 5th Somerset v Hampshire (at Taunton) 

June 12th Somerset v Surrey (at Taunton) 

June 13th Glamorgan v Somerset 

(There is a chance that Gayle will not arrive in Taunton until I 
May 29th depending on his preogress in the Indian Premier 
League with the Royal Challengers Bangalore). 

Gayle has proven pedigree across all forms of the game 
having 103 test matches (7,214 runs) and 268 ODI's (9,160 
runs) under his belt. 

But it is in theT20 format that he really has shone. Gayle 
has played 240 20 overs matches and clubbed a colossal 
573 maximums during that time! 

A former captain of the West Indies - in all formats - 
Gayle had a mixed time at the soon to be completed 50 
over World Cup in Australia having broken the competition 
record with a jaw-dropping 215 against Zimbabwe in Can¬ 
berra - although this was subsequently topped by New 
Zealander Martin Guptill's unbeaten 237 just days later. 

But this was tempered by a back injury that will keep the 
Jamaican out of the upcoming three test series on home 
soil against England.
